tT HE United States Army, according to 
a_magazine article with pictures, is 


| conducting a training camp for prtson- 


ers of war. This is the 
opposite of a wartime 
prison camp; it is de- 
signed to teach Amer 
ican soldiers how to | 
withstand softening- g 
up treatment which 
might persuade them 
to give information to = 
the enemy. In” order 
to let the soldiers 
know what they may 
expect,. the. course

subjects the students to some pretty 
rough treatment, but through it al] eacti 
man must resist the wearing-down tac 
tics'and keep his mind on only three 


things: dignity, secrecy and escape. 

I suppose the degree of concentra- 
-tion would depend on the intensity of 
the treatment, But, granted two pre- 
mises—that it’s a good thing to teach 
good soldiers how to become good pri- 
soners, and that there wilt-be-any—pri- 
soners at all in a war of transatlantic 
nuclear missiles granted these two 
things, there may be much to be ‘said 
for the course of instruction.

| troops even had to “carry the mortar 
jon their backs since they had no hods, 
stooping down so as to carry as much 
as possible, and clasping their hands 
j behind them to prevent it from slipping 
off.” Yet Demosthenes had chosen his 
base astutely. 


‘Rural Slaves 


Pylos is in Messenia; and the Spar 
}tans had long since conquered this 
| region and made all the Messenians inté 
Helots—rural slaves who worked the 
|land: while the ruling Spartans, whose 
lonly work was war, passed thetr days 
jin military. exercises 

The base in Pylos therefore .threat- 
Sparta with a. paerritia. 
revolt, So the Spartans mustered a 
| strong force to drive Demosthenes and 
jhis men from their craggy fort, 


There was a sharp, hot fight. The 


time to suppert Demosthenes from the 


| Seaward side, And now the besiegers 
ibecame the besieged, for the strong 
| Athenian fleet trapped and blockaded a 
|part of the Spartan force which had 
| been posted an rocky Sphacteria. 


This swift disaster moved the Spar- 
tan ephors fo send embassadors- to 
Athens to sue for peace. In truth, 
jthe first great war of the West might 
have ended on rocky Sphacteria H the 
| demagogue, Cleon, had not. spurred the 
| men of Athens to raise the price. of 
peace beyond all reason 


So the blockade continued, and for 
a while the Spartans on the island were 
part-supplied by underwater swimmers 
l towing skins full of honey and pounded 
|linseed. Yet the men on Sphacteria must 
have been disheartened by the long 
| blockade. For in the end, Cleon the 
demagogue, now promoted to a general 
}of Athens, was. able to overwhelm the 
|Spartans by a surprise landing with a 
|heavily superior force. 


iFirst Surrender 


Thus Cleon” the demagogue” becanje 
the first general in the history of Greece 

.to receive the surrender of Spartan 
heavy infantry, who were trained from 

;ehildheed to fight to victory or death. 

| “This event,” we are told, “caused 
much more surprise among the Hel- 

‘\lenes than anything else that- happened 
in the war.” It also deeply influenced 
the long war's course, by powerfully 
promoting the fatal overconfidence of 
Athens, : 

} For just these reasons, the incom- 
parable Thucydides, already quoted, 
gave a complete chapter to Sphacteria 
in what is ‘still the finest work of™his- 
tory ever written, But what made 
Sphacteria memorable for Thucydides 
is not what makes it Worth our own 

| recollection. It is worth, remembering 

|now because, in this almost-decisive 
|battle, the Spartans originally trapped 
on the .islet numbered 440 men, and 

those who surrendered numbered 292. 

How tiny, how all-too-human was the 
| scale of history in those'days when the 
balance between the world’s mightiest 
military powers trembled and tilted 
;towards peace for a moment, for such 
}a@ cause as the events on Sphacteria! 
How vast, how. utterly. inhuman is the 
scale of history in our bombage! 

. The change in seale is what we 
| commonly call progress. But’ is progress 
really so-perfectly progressive after all? 
‘The question, Greece-inspired, is obvi- 
| ously reactionary if not downright sub- - 
|versive, It is time to leave Pylos for 
"| Berlin ;
